A permit from El Cerrito has been issued. 


_ The five station captains have been 


determined as follows:

GOTA (also likely HF SSB) - Katie Carney 
CW (HF) - Don Simon 

HF Digital - Frans Kuypers 


These captains will be determining needs and 
will be responsible for securing those 

needs. At the moment, the HF Digital team 
reported a need to find table and chairs. 


Power will be from 100 A-Hr batteries. Solar 
panels will be tried as well. 


A sign-up sheet was drafted, but it is not 
finalized. It focused on the staffing at the 
Stations. It is expected to be revised to also 
consider an info area, a hospitality area, and a 
medical area. 


It is expected that the event will have volunteer 
greeters/ambassadors who can provide both 
broad oversight discussion as well as drill 
down into specifics.

Ron Smith reminded attendees about the 
Armed Forces Day Cross Band Exercise 
happening tomorrow, May 14". This 
exercise encourages communications 
between amateurs and the military via the 
Military Auxiliary Radio System (MARS). 
The ARRL May 12" letter to its members 
indicates the exercise will involve the 24 
military stations across the USA, including 
AGASTR the Travis AFB station. Traffic 
expected to be on the 60M (5.3xxxx MHz) 
band and others. Exercise information 
indicates that traffic will also be on military 
frequencies near the amateur 80M, 60M, 
40M, 30M and 20M bands. Communication 
is expected to be by CW, RTTY, USB, as 
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well as MIL-STD serial PSK waveform 
(M110) followed by MIL-STD Wide Shift 
FSK (850 Hz RTTY) modes.

New Business- Field Day 2022, Chris 
introduced Katie, who reported attending a 
KARO-ECHO radio club meeting recently to 
discuss Field Day. Howdy Goudey, EBARC 
member and also 2022 President of KARO- 


ECHO, joined in on the discussion with Katie. 
There is a desire to partner again for operating 


Field Day 2022. The understanding is that 
EBARC’s members, who have more 
experience with HF operating, can leverage 
KARO-ECHO’s experience with VHF/UHF 
operating and vice versa. KARO-ECHO is 
believed to have resources for planning the 
event. EBARC is believed to have resources 
for operating at the event. The plan is 
tentatively as follows: 

Location: Canyon Trail Park in El Cerrito 
Time; unknown but conform to permit 


conditions which is expected to be from 7 a.m. 


until 8 p.m. June 25'" Field Day operating 
starts at 11:00 a.m. 

Stations: Total of 5: 

1) VHF/UHF also promoting EnComm 
Activities 

2) HF CW/Morse Code 


3) Digital (Mostly HF but maybe VHF/UHF too) 
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4) HF Get on the Air (GOTA) 
5) HF Voice (SSB) 
(Note: Contacts made at the VHF/UHF station 


“and the GOTA station DO NOT count toward 


Field Day contest score credit) 


Classification: 3A EB (3 transmitters, battery 
power, from the ARRL East Bay Section) 
Logging Software: will be from N3FJP 
EBARC (W6CUS) will operate at least one 
station. KARO-ECHO (W6ECK) expects to 
operate at least two stations 


Power: Options have not yet been fully 
determined. An effort will be made to operate 
from renewable sources such as battery and/or 
solar augmented battery. Howdy indicated that 
a lithium ion phosphate chemistry battery was 
used last year for the event. It was rated for 
100 amp-hours, and it met power demands 
well. 


Mark Gilligan advocated that Anderson Power 
Pole connectors be used for power 
connections. 

Don Simon made a point that each station set 
up is expected to have a captain. The captain 
will be responsible for securing the necessary 
resources (equipment; radio, antenna, 
necessary tuning devices, tables chairs, 
power) for the event to happen. 


Yet to be resolved includes the layout of the 
stations. Jay Fenton offered to develop a 
traffic plan. He indicated that flagging/caution 
tape and cones will be needed to minimize 
people accidentally tripping over equipment 
and interrupting operations. Jay also had 
some ideas on tent stakes and hammers to 
drive those stakes into the ground. 


Weather-wise, Canyon Trail Park tends to be 
very windy in the afternoon. It can also be cool 
in the mornings and the evenings. Fog can be 
present at the site. So people attending for 
long periods will need to have adequate 


— clothing for the changing conditions through 


the day. 
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Some attendees suggested that EBARC and 
KARO-ECHO consider signage issues such as 
banners, balloons, flags to better communicate 
that it is Field Day 2022 and that EBARC and 
KARO-ECHO are working together to promote 
amateur radio in El Cerrito at Canyon Trail 
Park. 


Hospitality needs to be better defined. 
Member Mike Camp tentatively volunteered to. 
make and bring some food to the event. 


An effort will be made to set up schedules for 
operating during Field Day. A formal invitation 
will be sent out via e-mail. 


More coordination meetings will occur between 
now and Field Day on June 25-26, 2022.
